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State Legislature Session 


Opens; Faces Many Issues

INDIANAPOLIS 
( U P I ) — 
Members of the Indiana Legis­ 
lature braved wintry weather 
today and opened a 1974 work­ 
ing session heavy on issues but 
short on time. 
Temperatures were 12 above 
zero and the ground was cov­ 
ered with a four-inch remnant 
of a heavy snowstorm eight 
days ago as the lawmakers as­ 
sembled. 
The House uras gaveled into 
session at 10:05 a.m. EST by 
Speaker Kermit 0. Burrous of 
Peru, and 10 minutes later the 
Senate was called to order by 
Lt. Gov. Robert Orr, its consti­ 
tutional presiding officer. 
'Tie session is limited to 28 
more working days after today. 
But instead of being aimed at 
taking care of unfinished busi­ 
ness from last session, as en­ 
visioned by framers of the con­ 
stitutional 
amendment 
calling 
for annual legislative sessions, 
the 1974 meet was scheduled to 
approach a multitude of issues. 
The even-year “short session” 
of the state legislature had been 
envisioned by the makers of the 
constitutional amendment that 
made it possible as a clean-up 
operation to the 61-day odd-year 
legislature. But this one will be

Helps Suffering 
In Flooded Areas 


A check of $1,463 has been 
received at CROP Headquarters 
in 
Indianapolis 
from 
Rush 
County residents, according to 
Ray 
Forkner, 
Rush 
County 
treasurer. 
The year 1973 will long be 
remembered 
in 
India 
and 
Pakistan 
as 
one 
bf 
intense 
struggle for millions of poor 
villagers. Famine condidtions in 
India, the result of many years 
of drought, were followed by 
u n p r e c e d e n t e dfloods. In 
Pakistan, 20,000 square miles of 
the country’s most fertile land 
were engulfed by flood waters, 
1.000.000 homes destroyed, and 
8.000.000 people left homeless. 
In both countries trains were 
stranded, 
roads 
and 
railway 
lines washed out, and dams 
were breached. 
Church 
World 
Service 
im­ 
mediately made 10,000 blankets 
available to each country, and 
2001 bales of stockpiled clothing 
were distributed to those most 
in need. CWS also sent $5,000 
to ecumentical agencies in each 
country for local purchase of 
needed items and provided a 
Pedo jet 
and 
10,000 doses 
of 
cholera vaccine to Pakistan. 
CROP, the fund and 
com­ 
modity raising arm of Church 
World 
Service, 
responded 
to 
requests for food by supplying 
200.000 pounds 
of wheat 
for 
Pakistan, by shipping 1,500,000 
pounds of wheat to Indian ports 
for distribution to both Indians 
and Pakistanis victimized by 
the floods, and also by sending 
268.000 pounds off Anitrol, a high 
protein food. 
As the flood waters recede, 
rehabilitation of flood victims 
and reconstruction of homes, 
schools, 
hospitals, 
and 
roads 
through food-for-work programs 
are 
the 
order 
of 
the 
day.

c e r t i f i c a t i o n 
examinations are to be given 
on March 14, 1974. No time or 
place at which the examinations 
are to be held is included in 
the notice. 
The 
notice 
sets 
out 
that 
regulations require certification 
of 
operators 
in 
responsible 
charge of all water treatment 
plants and water distribution 
systems. 
“Operation 
without 
certification is a misdemeanor 
on the part of both the system 
owner and the operator,” it 
stated.

James Watson was one of the Rush 
County attorneys who gained national 
fame in politics. 
Watson gained fame first by defeating 
the Hon. William S. Holman in 1894. 
Hon. Holman represented the Fourth 
District in Congress, and was known as 
the “Old Watchdog” of the treasury. He 
had ability and was honest, and had a 
strong following. 
It was the custom in those days to hold 
congressional conventions over the state. 
The District convention, which included 
Rush County, was held in Greensburg in 
August of 1894. 
Watson did not attend the convention 
as a candidate. It was the intention of 
the Rush County delegation to spring 
Cullen in as the candidate to run against 
Holman, and in order to accomplish this, 
had Watson made the permanent chair­ 
man of the Congressional Convention. 
Watson only made a short speech, but it 
was enough to stampede the delegates. 
Gen. Torn Brown had been a power in 
Congress, and Watson, fresh from col­ 
lege, had covered the district and part of 
the state in behalf of Brown. He thus 
had an established reputation as an 
orator and public speaker. But when 
Watson was selected in Greensburg, he 
was a novice in politics and was young in 
years. He had moved to Rushville in 1893 
to practice law. He was a natural in poli­ 
tics. He enjoyed the give and take of poli­ 
tics and loved to win, but certainly ac­ 
cepted defeat with grace. 
In the balloting in Greensburg, on the 
first ballot Moore was given 56 votes, 
Wilson 56. Watson 15, Adams 9, and Cul­ 
len 26. Changes followed on the second 
ballot, On the third ballot, Moore re­ 
ceived 44, Wilson 60, and Watson 94, and 
was declared the winner. It was made 
unanimous on motion of Wilson. 
When he returned to Rushville, a large 
delegation of his friends and admirers 
met the delegation at the railroad depot. 
They escorted him to the Grand Hotel, 
where he received a grand ovation. 
Conditions in 1894 were depressed, so 
voters were ready for a change. Watson’s 
admirers got together and bought Jim a 
pair of wooden shoes. From Brookville to 
Aurora to Rushville it was said that Wat­ 
son danced a clog in wooden shoes. Wat­ 
son did the impossible. He beat Holman 
and went to Congress. 
At the Greensburg convention, Judge 
Henley put Watson’s name up for nom­ 
ination .Watson was born with a good 
personality, good nature and it was said 
that after he beat “Old Bill” for con­ 
gress, he even spoke to the Democrats. 
He was criticized for doing this by some 
Republican followers, but Jim laughed 
and said that some of the Democrats 
must have voted for him or he never 
would have been elected. 
Watson rose to fame in the Senate. He 
was in close contact with royalty, with 
high dignitaries of the world, with our, 
presidents, but he never lost his love for 
Rushville and Rush County, and came 
back here for a rally before each election. 
The years added dignity to his appear­ 
ance, but he never lost his empathy with 
people. It was this quality that made him 
loved not only by all voters but by his 
colleagues in the House of Representa­ 
tives and in the Senate.

“Folloio peace with all men, and 
holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord:” (Hebrews 12:14) 
John Fletcher once said, “If you will 
hit a mark, you must know where it is.

U.S. Companies Seeking Oil In Indonesia; Start Boom 


Legally limited to 30 working 
days with adjournment prior to 
M a r c h 
15, 
the 
General 
Assembly already used one day 
last November for organization. 
They will meet a full week 
ahead of the legal deadline of 
January 14; have a lot to do 
in a short time; 
and would 
prefer to leave town early. It 
is an election year, with all of 
the 100 House members and half 
of the 50 Senators facing the 
voters. Political make-up of the 
legislature remains the same, 
with Republicans controlling the 
House by 73 to 27 and the 
Senate by 30 to 20. 
The 
closer 
margin 
in 
the 
Senate led to a couple of crucial 
votes for the tax package being 
cast by Republican Lieutenant 
Governor Robert Grr due to 
ties. It also led to the historic 
noon recess, called during a 
vote, with State Police guarding 
the electronic voting machines. 
AH Senate votes will be by 
roll call, since they are meeting 
in. temporary quarters on the 
first floor of the State Office 
Building. Their chambers are 
being remodeled at a cost of 
$81,457, and not due for com­ 
pletion before the 1974 session. 
More than $60,000 was saved by 
eliminating plans for a special 
private, key-ope rated elevator. 
The money could be well spent 
to 
improve 
the 
two 
ancient 
public elevators in the State 
House, site of a recent rape. 
The House 
chambers 
were 
remodeled between the 1965 and 
1967 
session. 
Attempting 
to 
shorten the session, House rules 
limit members to' introduction 
of no more than 5 bills. The 
Senate has no limit. The limit 
is not restrictive, with 232 bilis 
and 12 resolutions pre-filed in 
the House and 119 bills and 5 
resolutions 
awaiting 
Senate 
action. 
More 
are 
expected, 
although the total will probably 
not reach the 794 introduced in 
the last «short session. 
Governor 
Otis 
Bowen 
will 
a d d r e s s 
a 
joint 
session, 
outlining 
the 
administration’s 
program. He is expected to hit 
upon mental health, corrections, 
and the energy crisis. He has 
indicated 
strong 
support 
for 
state financing of construction 
work to complete the interstate 
highway system. He will back 
a $16 million expansion 
and 
renovation program for state 
parks and memorials, already 
facing 
some 
legislative 
op­ 
position. 
The 
Senate 
faces 
several 
important decisions, with the 
leadership 
showing 
little 
in- 
t e r e s t 
in 
proposals 
for 
legislative ethics laws. Senate 
Bill 19 would set aside the first 
Monday in 
March as a com­ 
memorative day in honor of 
revolutionary war hero Casimir 
Pulaski. 
T h i s 
is 
presently 
ac­ 
complished 
by 
gubernatorial 
proclamation and is a memorial 
day among the Polish areas of 
South Bend and northern In­ 
diana. The Count fought with

The legisltive body 
has

proposed amendment gives sole 
authority for such change to 
Congress. 
The study Commission has not 
h e l d 
hearings, 
and 
few 
proposals are being made for 
changes. 
Two 
proposed

credit on the basis of sex, a 
difficult, problem, and one that 
■would be hard to enforce. 
Several bills have been in­ 
troduced to replace the Justice 
of the Peace system, due to 
become extinct by January 1, 
1977, with Magistrate Courts. 
Action will probably be delayed 
until the 1.975 session, as it will 
with the No Fault Insurance 
proposals. 
Action will be taken upon an 
obscenity law as well as a Emit 
on tort claims against the state.

as they can in the quest for 
new supplies in Indonesia.

in oil exploration right now,’’ 
says Jim King, boss of one of 
the offshore drilling platforms 
that dot the waters throughout 
the country. 
King, 54, a grizzled veteran of 
oil fields in the United States 
who has the title “Ramrod” 
stencilled on the front of his 
hard hat, is one of thousands of 
oil men who have poured into 
Indonesia as the search has 
gathered momentum. 
For the past two and. a half 
years, King has been drilling 
wildcat exploration wells in the 
Indonesian archipelago, which 
stretches for 3,000 miles be­ 
tween 
the 
Southeast 
Asian 
mainland 
and 
Australia. 
He 
figures he will be here a good 
deal longer. 
“There’s going to be a lot

here,”

centered on. East Kalimantan, 
an Indonesian province which 
straddles the equator on the 
island of Borneo. 
California’s 
Union 
Oil 
Co. 
discovered oil here three years 
ago and now is producing more 
than 100',000 barrels daily from 
Indonesia’s largest offshore oil 
field at Attaka. On the average 
of every three days, tankers 
running up to 100,000 tons or 
more leave the modern storage 
terminal that Union has hacked 
out of the steamy jungle at 
nearby Santan for the trip to 
Japan or the United States. 
'The $9 million drilling plat­ 
form of which King is boss is 
further down the coast, jacked 
up on its three huge steel legs 
in 140 feet of water. During the 
last three weeks it has bored its 
way 9.000 feet down into the sea 
bed. in. hopes of hitting more oil. 
Less than a mile away, barges 
are at work on a permanent 
installation to put into produc­ 
tion a well which King and his 
crew recently completed. 
The drifiing is a 24-hour-a- 
day, 
seven-day-a-week 
opera­ 
tion for the 90-odd men who live 
aboard the rig, roughly a third 
of 
whom 
are 
American 
or 
Australian oil men and the rest 
Indonesian workers. Costs can 
run up to $2.5 million for an 
offshore well and a quarter of 
that for one on shore, but the 
oil companies think 'the pros­ 
pects are well worth It. 
R. 
M. 
Huffing ton 
Inc. 
a 
Houston-based outfit, has un­ 
covered a natural gas field 
onshore 
in 
East 
Kalimantan 
that has been estimated up to a 
staggering 
6,5 
trillion 
cubic 
feet. The find, with an even 
bigger 
one 
in 
the 
northern 
Indonesian island of Sumatra, 
has resulted in a $3 biMion deal 
for the building of complex 
plants to Equify the gas at 260 
degrees below zero farenheit so 
it can be safely shipped aboard 
specially built tankers. 


The project is being handled 
by Perla mina, the Indonesian 
country. The lion’s share of 
production wiE go to Japan, but 
after the plants start to produce 
in 1977 they will also supply 3.5 
million tons of gas a year to 
two lighting and gas companies 
in Southern California. 


Oil activity has helped turn 
the east Kalimantan, port of 
Balikpapan. a backwater whose 
bay is still littered with ships 
sunk during World War II, into 
a frontier-style boom town with 
prices that 
match the free- 
spending 
ways 
of 
the 
oil 
companies.

A 
last-minute decision to seek an 
appropriation for three state 
police district posts added to 
the indicated total last week. 
A whole body of new issues 
before this session are related 
to the energy crisis, including a 
55-mite--an-hour speed limit. 
Some 
lawmakers, 
including 
Gutman, are irked by the shot­ 
gun 
approach of the federal 
government in giving the states 
60 days to enact the limit or 
lose federal highway funds, but 
indications are this limit will 
become effective in Indiana. 
Governor Bowen’s state of the 
state 
address 
is 
slated 
for 
2 p.m. today but he already has 
indicated most of the issues 
which his administration will be 
backing, including: 
—Several measures intended 
to reduce traffic deaths, includ­ 
ing one allowing arrest of mo­ 
torists on a lesser penalty of

which the maximum benefits to 
families with dependent children 
would be increased coincident 
with administrative action to re­ 
move 
some

getting 
substantial outside income. 
—A speed-up of interstate 
highway construction from 10 
years to four years, requiring 
a $15 million transfer of funds 
to be approved by the law­ 
makers. 
—A 
limit on governmental 
Liability for damage suits. 
—A $16 million major im­ 
provement program for state 
parks and recreational areas. 
—A body of new laws aimed 
at 
making 
rehabilitation 
of 
penal and correctional institu­ 
tion inmates more of a reality 
and less of an unrealized hope. 
—An increase in unemploy­ 
ment 
compensation 
benefits. 
The state has the lowest bene­ 
fits for a single idled worker in 
the nation. 
The 1974 lawmakers also will 
fight the battle of equal rights 
amendment 
ratification, 
phos­ 
phate laundry detergents and 
collective bargaining for public 
governmental employes, includ­ 
ing police and firemen, among 
others. 
The Senate this time is meet­ 
ing in temporary quarters on 
the first floor of the Stole Office 
Building while its regular cham­ 
bers in the Statehouse are being 
remodeled.
